Now 'tis a Great and. a Dangerous 
Miſtake in thoſe, VW ho think the Peace 
ar home 1s well enough preſerv'd, fo 
long as the Sword 15 not drawn.; W here- 
as in Truth nothing, Deferves the Name 
of Peace, but Unity. 

Such an Unity as flows from an un- 
ſhaken Truſt and Confidence between 
the King and his People, from a due Re- 
verence and. Obedience to his Laws, - 
and to his Government, from a Religi- 
ous 'and an Awful care ., not to remove 
the Ancient Landmarks, not to diſturb 
thoſe. Conſtitutions which Time and 
Salle convenience hath ſettled, from 
a Zeal topreſerve the whole Frame and 
Order of the Government upon the old 
Foundations ,/'and from a perfe&t Dete- 
ſtation and Abhorrency of all ſuch as are 
given to change, Whatever falls ſhort 
of this, falls ſhort of PeaceWo.

Another Weight there is which lies 
very heavy upon the Revenue, and 
that is the Debts which encumber it': 
Juſtice and Honor oblige the King not 
to forſake thoſe who have aſlifted Him 
with their Eſtates in the Defence of the 
Pablique.. And although the Neceſſa- 
ry iſſues of His Revenue, in the many 
new and chargeable Emergencies of 
State, did for a while poſtpone their ſa- 
tisfaftion', Yet His Majeſty hath now 

one very far init, and hath provided 
Bo the Security and payment of an 1m- 
.menſe Summe;, with fuch Difficulties 
as none bur a Juſt and Generous Prince 
would ever have undergone. _
